WHEREAS it is necessary to empower military authorities to 
make regulations and to issue orders to provide for public safety 
and the maintenance and restoration of order , to authorise the trial 
of certain offences by special courts, and to provide for other 
miatters connected with tlie administration of Martial Law : 

We are pleased to Command as follows : 
1. (1) This Proclamation inay be called " The Administratiou of 

Martial Law Proclamation , 1122." 
Short title, ex 

(2 ) It shall apply to the areas declared to be 
tent and com , subject to Martial law . 
mencement. 

(3 ) It stall be deemed to have come into force 

on the 8th Thulani 1122 , 
2. In the areas in which Martial Law is for the time being in 

force , the Lieut. General of tlie Travancore State 
Officers to ad . Forces, or au officer not below the rank of Major 
minister Martial empowered by him in this behalf, shall appoint

one or more military officers , not being lower in 

rank than a Captain , to be inilitary Commanders 
to administer Martial Law (any such officer being fiereinafter te 
ferred to as the Military Coumander ) and the Military Commander 
shall exercise liis powers in respect of such area , or such part there . 
of (hereinafter referred to as the Admiuistratiou area ) us the 
appointing authority inay directa 
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3. (1) Subject to the provisions of this Proclamation the Military 

Comniander shall have power to make regulations 
Regulations, to provide for the public safety and the mainten . 

ance and restoration of order and as to the powers 
and duties of Military Officers and others in furtherance of that 
purpose 

( 2) Such regulations may provide that any contravention 
thereof, or of any order issued thereunder, or supplementary thereto , 
shall be punishable with any punishment authorised by any law in 
force in Travancore and any such contravention " shall for the pur 
poses of this Proclamation be deemed to be an offence against a 
regulation or an order , as the case inay be . 

(3) The power to make regulations shall be subject to the 
following conditions, namely : 

(i) In making any regulation the Military Commander 

shall interfére with the ordinary avocations of life as 
little as may be consistent with the exigeucies of the 
measures which he deems to be requisite to be taken 

for the purposes of Martial Law . 
(ii) Before making any regulations the Military Coinmander 

shall ordinarily consult the District Magistrate in 
direct charge of the administration area in which he. 

exercises power. 
( iii) The penalty , if any, for the contravention of a regula 

tion shall be specified therein . 
(iv ) The Military Commander shall cause any regulation 

made by him to be published in such inanner as he 
thinks best fitted to bring it to the tiotice of those 
affected and shall transmit a copy of the regulation so 

made to the Lieut . General. 
4 .. (1 ). The Military Commander may by order in writing em 

power any Magistrate or any Military Officer not 
Martial Law below the rank of Captain to make Martial Law 
Orders . 

Orders in any part of the Administration , area 

for the purpose of supplementing the regulations 
in that area and the punishment for the contravention of any such 
order shall be that specified in the regulations for the contravention 
of a Martial Law Order : 

- Provided that no such order shall be made which is inconsis 
tent with the regulations. 

(2) Every Magistrate cor Officer making a Martial Law Order 
under sub-section ( 1) shall cause the same to be published in such 
manner as he thinks best fitted to bring it to the notice of those 
affected . 

( 8 ) A copy of every such order shall, as soon as may be, be 
subinitted to the Miltary Commander who shall have power to add 
to , modify , or rescind any such order in such way as he thinks fit, 
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(4 ) Where a Military Commander has under sub -section ( 3 ) 
added to, modified , or rescinded any such order he shall forthwith . 
conimunicate the fact to the Magistrate or officer who made the 
order and such Magistrate or officer shall thereupon cause to be 
published in the manner herein before mentioned the order as so 
added to or modified or the fact that the order has been rescinded 
as the case may be. 
5. (1) Summary courts of criminal jurisdiction may be consti. 

tuted for the purposes of this Proclamation in 
Courts under any.

(2 ) The Military Commander may , by general or special order 
in writing , empower any Magistrate appointed under the provisions 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1117 , to : exercise the powers of 
a summary court.

Law in that area : 

Provided that such person has acted in good faith and in the 
reasonable belief that his action was necessary for the said 
purposes : 

Provided further that nothing in this section shall prevent the 
institution of proceedings by or on behalf of the Government 
against any person in respect of any matter whatsoever. 
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
